CALLS TORONTO 
THE QUINGE CITY 
OF PRO. HOCKEY 


Nothing But O.H.A. Hockey Has 
Chance to Flourish in the 
Queen.City 


The Montreal News hands the fol- 
lowing little roast to Toronto anent 
the recet.t troubles about the two pro- 
fessional hockey franchises which 
were until recently held in that city. 
The subject of the plain-spoken ar- 
tiele is: “Toronto the Quince City of 
the N.H.A. 

Toronto, claiming to be a sporting 
town, containing the two Toms, Flan- 
agan and-Chrrch, doesn't know what 
is good for it in hockey, and the soon- 
er the N.H.A. realizes this fact the 
better it will be for the N.H.A. The 
professional body is unwelcome in the 
Ontario capital, and by persisting in 
its attempts to keep two teams afloat 
in a town which can scarcely support 
one. and has no desire to supply any, 
the league is making itself look fool- 
ish, which is all there is to that. If 
the N.H.A, desires or intends to make 
amy progress in the way of being a 
major hockey association, the very 
best thing it can do is to pass up To- 
ronto as quickly as possible and ex- 
tend its sphere of influence to New 
York and Boston, which at least have 
the merit of being sufficiently metro- 
politan to desire the best there Is in 
sport. 


Just Like Baltimore. 
Tcronto’s relation to hockey is simi- 
lar to Baltimore's relation to baseball, 
but-for a-different reason. The Mary- 


lamd capital is the Jonah town of the | 
United States national pastime, It re- | 


fused to support major league ball, 
‘when it had it, and it turned Jack 
Dunn back. but the chances are that 
by the time baseball peace is declar- 
ed Organizeq Ball will at least have 
recognized Baltimore for what it~ is, 
and will refuse to consider it in the 
inevitable readjustment. And just as 
soon as the N.H.A. puts itself in, a po- 
sition to set Toronto back where she 
belongs so far as professional hockey 
is concerned, the better for the N,H.A, 
Everyone an O.H.A. Official. 
Toronto prefers its own particular 
and provincial amateur brand of hoc- 
key, and has proved this to be a fact 
every season since the Ontario capital 
was admitted to the N/JH.A. As a mat- 
ter of fact Toronto doesn't get a dog's 
chance to demonstrate a preference 
for anything else, and will not have 
as long as the O.H.A. maintains its 
golden grip on the various organs of 
public opinion, through its officials. 
Every time you walk into the sporting 
department of any Toronto newspaner 
you stub your toe against an O/jHA. 
official. Those who are not secretaries 
or treasurers are referees or goal 
judges, or sponge holders, or some- 
thing. A Toronto newspaper directory 
would give a complete list of O.H.A. 
officials from head to foot.
